Conditions  In  Korea  Described  As 
Critical  By  Southern  Baptist  Pastor 


Protestant  Indians  Sim 
For  Religious  Freedom 

Albuquerque,  N.M. — (RNS)  — 
Six  Protestant  J  ernes  Indiana 
have  filed  suit  to  U.  S.  District 
Court  here  asking  a  court  order 
guaranteeing  their  right  te  wor¬ 
ship  according  te  their  wishes. 

The  auR,  which  its  tea  R  waa 
brought  oe  behalf  of  the  M  Prot¬ 
estant  residents  of  the  predomi¬ 
nantly  Roman  Catholic  Jemea 
Pueblo,  charges  that  the  Pueblo 
Council  there  had  deprived  them 
of  their  religioua  freedom. 

According  te  the  complaint,  the 
ProteaUnts  have  been  denied  the 
right  te  bury  their  dead  in  tha 
communal  cemetery  or  te  eatab- 
Hah  a  cemetery  ef  thir  own.  It 
waa  alee  charged  that  tha  defetid- 
anta  refused  the  ProteeUn*  In¬ 
diana  tha  ri|ht  have  a  church 
of  their  own  or  to  aoo  their  homea 
Mr  prayer  meeting*  or  church 
service*.  Protectant  mleotooaries , 
the  compUint  said,  were  not  per 


Pusan,  Koran,  August  U.  105*—

“1  am  not  ashamed”.  The  late 
W.  A.  Sullivan  of  Natcbei  and  I 
were  talking  about  the  different 
churches  in  a  great  city,  of  what 
they  had  to  offer  in  the  way  of 
equipment  aids  to  worship,  and 
when  I  had  done  telling  him  as  far 
as  I  knew,  he  asked  me,  ”lf  the 
Lord  should  call  me  here,  what 
would  I  have  to  offer  ia  compari¬ 
son?"  “Just  the  simple  gospel. 
Will,  and  that  ia  all  you  need”. 

That  was  all  Paul  had,  and  he 
wna  not  ashamed  of  It  He  knew 
that  to  be  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation,  to  aU  who  would  be¬ 
lieve  it  “I  know  Him  whom  I  have 
believed,  and  I  am  persuaded  that 
he  is  able  to  guard  that  which  I 
have  committed  unto  him”  (that 
which  I  have  deposited  with  Him) 
"against  that  day."  Note  here  that 
U  Paul  placed  his  trust  not  in  a 
creed  but  a  character,  not  in  a  aet 
of  words,  but  in  a  person,  not  in  a 
person  who  was  crucified  merely, 
but  in  s  person  who,  being  cruci¬ 
fied.  dead  and  buried,  rose  from 
the  dead  to  a  life  beyond  the  grasp 
of  death.  It  ia  unto  this  raised-up 
exalted,  enthroned,  and  regnant 
Christ  that  Paul  potato  Timothy. 

III.  PAUL'S  EXHORTATION 
TO  TIMOTHY

If  your  church  is  to  make  an 
active  sain  through  Transfer 
Church  Membership  Week,  the 
first  step  is  to  find  these  non¬ 
resident  members  who  should  join 
with  you. 

Suggestions  are  made  in  the 
do  this  job  that  is  so  vitally  im¬ 
portant.
